Over the past 15 years, my ears have told me only a = 
few things that I find to be consistently true--amplifiers require a lot 
of "headroom" to sound good to me, and bi-amplified or tri-amplified = 
speaker systems with active crossovers instead of L/C passive networks = 
always sound better. But those are the only two clear-cut no-brainers I = 
have heard.

I have been following the thread of "favorite" GDO's, 
and would like to put in a word for the Trio DM-6. 
It is a Japanese product, by the people who make Kenwood. 


What I like about the Trio is its mechanics: 

it is small, but sturdy, made up of two thick aluminum 
U-channels. 

The dial is centered horizontally, and the dial extends about 
an eighth of an inch over the edge on both sides, 

so you can work the dial with your thumb, no matter 

which hand is holding the dipper. The ham bands 

are located well away from the ends of the dial. 


Six coils cover 1.7 to 180 MHz, with generous overlap. 
The coils plug into an FT-243 style connector. 

The unit uses a single 6CW4 nuvistor tube, and includes 
a tone modulator using an NE-2 neon bulb. 


A draw-back is that Trio didn't provide a proper storage case. 
The foamed polyurethane (?) box does double duty as a shipping case 
and coil holder, but the years have not been kind to the box.

I stumbled upon a large batch of CH-74-A chests (for the SCR-506, 508, etc.). 
Most are 50's dated, most have had all external hardware stripped off 
(destructively in most cases) and all have been being used as shelving for the 
last 

2??? years. I'm making probably the last load tomorrow, as I don't have 

storage space for all of them. If anyone could use some sturdy enclosed shelving 
(roughly 36"W x 18"D x 15"H) AND can come to Houston and pick them up, let me 
know by about 12:00Z tomorrow (Friday) and we'll haul as many as the trailer 

will hold. I'll temporarily shoe-horn them in somewhere (probably have to put my 

trailer back out in the rain). As shelving, they will stack four high 

safely, or five high if bolted together. Price will be around $25 per unit which 
happens to be comparable to commercial grade open shelving of roughly the same 
size. I realize this is short notice but I only learned last night that my 

cost was a flat amount for the lot, regardless of however many I have to leave 
behind. 


There will be good undated ones available later for use as originally 

intended. But I have to first find someone to make the canvas fly, as all are 
missing (I do have an NOS sample in my collection). Also, if anyone does have an 
original with the canvas and that is definitely WW-II vintage, I'd like to 


compare it to these.
